Association was the action taken by the Delegates at the 1939 Convention, which 
increased the registration fees in cases where registration is delayed until the animal 
is more than six months of age and which permits cancellation with fees refunded if animals 


are registered before they are two months old.

The purpose of this new schedule of fees is fo encourage early regis- 
tration and as an added inducement provision is made for refunding the 
registry fee paid for animals recorded before reaching two months of 
age, if the certificate of registry is surrendered for cancellation by the 
original applicant within fifteen months of date of birth if a male, or 
within thirty-six months if a female. Thus by registering the calves 
hefore they are two months old, the owner is protected against any loss 


of fees for animals that die young or prove unsatisfactory, a most liberal 
provision.

TOWARD A POLICY OF SELECTIVE REGISTRATION 


This action makes it advisable for every breeder, especially Association members, to check 
thoroughly all animals now unregistered and make certain that all thirty or more days old are 
registered by December 31, 1939. This action should establish a policy by every breeder 
to register at the end of each month any eligible animal between thirty and sixty days old. 
I am confident that the majority of our members not only will accept this advanced step in 
caring for their records, but that they will also accept the responsibility of reminding their 
fellow breeders of the necessity of keeping their registrations up to date. Let us all mark 
our own calendars up to date, so that we cannot fail to accept this challenge to be better

HE 1939 Pacific International will stand out as one 
Te the best Holstein shows for a good many years 

due to special effort put forth by breeders of the 
northwest, by the Pacific International itself, and by the 
fact that several midwest herds were on a circuit in- 
cluding the National Dairy Show on Treasure Island. 

When the special dairy train arrived from Waterloo, 
lowa, it brought the Paul Stewart herd of Maynard, 
Iowa; the H. O. Larsen herd of Dike, Iowa; and the 
Maytag string. While enroute, educational stops were 
made and much credit is due to the Holstein boys who 
brought the herds through, generously giving of their 


time in showing the animals and discussing the good 
points of the cattle. 


The Holstein show was made up of thirty breeders 
from the four states of Oregon, Washington, Idaho and 
Iowa. A total of one hundred twenty-one head was 
shown, thirty-one of which were bulls and ninety-one 
females. Professor G. E. Gordon, Extension Dairy spec- 
ialist of the University of California, quickly and effi- 
ciently lined up the classes and should be especially 
thanked for the fine way in which he described each 
class after placing. 

Of the thirty blue ribbons offered in the show, nine 
went to Maytag Farms, five to Carnation, three to 
Youngquist Bros., and three to H. O. Larsen. In the 
bull classes two first each went to Maytag, Larsen and 
Carnation. In females, Maytag took four, Youngquist 
two, and Larsen one, and in the group Maytag received 
three, Carnation three and Youngquist one. All in all 
the awards were well distributed and nearly every ex- 
hibitor went home with some of the enlarged premium 


money offered by the genial host of the show, O. M. 
Plummer. 


It was the best attended ring side that veteran 
breeders of the northwest had seen for some years, and 
it would take one or two pages to mention all of the 
well-known breeders who were present on judging day. 
Interest ran high throughout the day of judging because 
of the national character of the show. Several old faces 
were missing from the ring side and many of the boys 
commented on the fact that it didn’t look just right 
without Jacob Luscher. But, his sons, who are carrying 
on, were present and Mrs. Luscher was there to invite 
all of the Holstein breeders and their friends to her 
home for a good old-fashioned dinner. This is a tra- 
dition which was held for many years and one which 
marks a bright spot in the minds of many breeders who 
have attended the Pacific International. 

One of the oldest and best known showmen of the 
horthwest, who led animals into the ring, was E. R. 
Evans in charge of dairy cattle at the Weiser Vocational 
School at Weiser, Idaho. This marked his twenty- 
eighth year of continuous showing Holstein cattle in the 
West. We also noted Fred Beals of Astoria, Oregon; 
the Two Bishop brothers, sons of the late Senator Billy 
Bishop; and David McKeown, breeder of the well known 
‘Ire, Matador Segis Ormsby. 

Other interested spectators were Governors Martin 
of Washington and Sprague of Oregon, and Secretary

of State, Earl D. Snell, of Oregon. General Manager, 
O. M. Plummer, not to be outdone by any show manager 
in America, arranged a picture of the two governors 
with the grand champion bull of the show, Carnation 
Governor Imperial. ‘“O. M.” has officially labeled this 
picture ‘‘Three Governors of Two States’’. 

The Classes 

Only three aged bu:is were shown but a splendid top 
was found in the Carnation Milk Farms entry, Carnation 
Governor Imperiai (98462. The Maytag bull Posch 
Ormsby Fobes 11th was second, and third went to Arth- 
ur P. Ireland and Sons on Silver Mead Walker Segis. 
Lad. 

There were seven shown in the three year old group 
and out of the midwest came the winner, Sir Bessie Mon- 
ogram, owned by H. O. Larsen of Dike, Iowa. Carna- 
tion was second with Carnation Homestead Masterpiece, 
and Iowa again came in with third on Romeo Posch Or- 
msby, owned by Maytag Dairy Farms. 

The two year old class was light, only two showing, 
with the honors going to Sunnybank Diamond, owned 
by Larsen. The northwest now came into the picture 
with second on Vernway Hazlewood Count from the 
Youngquist Bros. string. 

Three were paraded in the senior yearling class with 
Maytag winning on Man-O-War Oracle Posch. A nice 
juior yearling class came out with six entries which 
supplied the junior champion bull of the show, Carna- 
tion Reown, a son of the grand champion bull. 

There were nine in the calf class with first prize 
going to Tilfa Man-O-War entered by E. H. Maytag and 
Ray F. Crowley. Second place in this group went to 
Carnation. 

Judge Gordon lined up a splendid group of tops for 
championships and as above stated, picked Carnation 
Renown, a well-balanced, flashy junior yearling for jun- 
ior champion. Carnation Governor Imperial came 
through for both senior and grand champion awards 
with reserve going to the junior champion. 

Female Classes 

Ninety-one females were lead before the judge and 
we must say here that the female entries supplied the 
real class of the show. Seventeen lead out in the aged cow 
class and all were good creditable representatives of 
the Holstein breed. There were several typs to pick 
from and it was considered a pretty hard class for any 
judge to line up. However, Mr. Gordon, after most 
careful study, completely satisfied the judgment of the 
ring side selecting Vernway Homestead Catherine 
1804998, owned and shown by Youngquist Bros. This 
splendid cow was later in the day to carry on as senior 
and grand champion in a very hotly contested show. 

The four year old group consisted of a good class of 
ten cows and provided another excellent first, Vernway 
Homestead Inka Prudie, owned and shown as in the 
aged cow class by those good northwest breeders, Young- 
quist Bros., proving to all that the northwest can invite 


the east to come on and compete on an equal basis. 
The ring side was treated to a mighty fine three

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New Champion Two-Timer 
Popular Pontiac Abbekerk Makes 1050 Lbs. at 4% Years 


OPULAR PONTIAC ABBEKERK 303922, a senior 
Pp four-year-old in the Holstein herd of Elliott Bros., 

Woodstock, Ont., has just set a new high mark for 
fat production on twice-a-day milking for all ages and 
breeds nosing out by a single pound of fat her stable 
companion, Pontiac Dutchland DeVries. 

The new champion finished her record on October 4, 
1939, with a total for the year of 1050 lbs. fat from 
28,293 lbs. milk, with average test of 3.71%, milked 
strictly twice-a-day for the entire year, which is the sec- 
ond high milk record for any age or breed, exceeded only 
by the DeVries cow mentioned above. The milk record 
is of course highest in the world for senior four-year- 
olds or for any age under maturity. 

This is not the first time that Popular Pontiac Abbe- 
kerk has been in the limelight as in her previous lacta- 
tion as a junior three-year-old she broke the world’s 
record for twice-a-day milking at that age with 786 lbs. 
fat from 23,411 lbs. milk. This gives her the world’s 
record for two lactations in heifer form on two-time 
work with a total of 1836 lbs. fat for the two lactations. 
She also has a record in yearling form of 456 lbs. fat 
from 14,494 lbs. milk in 305 days, giving her & total for 
her first three lactations, all two-time milking, of 2,292 
lbs. fat from 66,198 lbs. milk, which is a world’s record 
for three lactations in heifer form on two-time. 

Best Month 3,048 Lbs. 

It will be noted from the official R. O. P. report re- 
produced below in facsimile, that not until the final 
month of her lactation did she drop below the ton mark 
for milk in any month. Her best month was December, 
her third on test, when she produced 3,048 lbs., an aver- 
age of 98 lbs. a day for the 31 days and with her daily 
milk weight for the month ranging from a low of 97 
ibs. to a high of 101.5 lbs., which peak was reached 
twice, on December 2 and 11. Her best seven consecu- 
tive days came in late November when she produced 
699.5 lbs. and her highest single milking was 54.5 lbs. 

The R. O. P. supervisor did not arrive to take the 
test for her final month until October 2, just three days 
before the close of her year. It was a crucial test as 
her average for the first eleven months was right at 


3.7% and a test any lower than that in her twelfth 
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month would have cost her the championship. On her 
363rd day, under the watchful eye of the supervisor, she 
milked just 50 lbs. and came back the following days 
with 48.5 lbs. Her test for these two official days wags 
3.8% and great was the rejoicing when word came back 
from the R. O. P. office, after the final check and re- 
check, that her test for the year was 3.71%, giving her 
the championship over all ages by the slim margin of one 
pound of fat. 

According to C. S. Wood, for many years in charge 
of Canadian R. O. P. testing for the Dominion Govern- 
ment, all of her monthly tests appeared to be quite nor- 
mal and her milk weights during the official days each 
month always held up well with those reported during 
the days when no supervisor was present. 

Breeding of the Champion 

The new champion was bred by Clarence L. Fleming, 
Springford, Ont. She was born March 9, 1934, a daugh- 
ter of Posch Lad Abbekerk 90341 CHB, who was a 
grandson of the famed grand champion and All-Ameri- 
can, Abbekerk Sylvius Lad. Her dam, Kerihill Pontiac 
Echo 114425 CHB, was never tested for production but 
has two good R. O. P. daughters in addition to the cham- 
pion. She is a granddaughter of King Paul Pontiac 
Echo, a sire that spent his last days in the Yates Farms 
herd in New York along with his maternal brother, 
Count Paul Posch, the original foundation sire of the 
Yates herd. 

She had calved three times, each time with a bull 
calf. Her first son, sired by the former Tom Dent herd 
sire, Montvic Rag Apple Pietje, is now serving in an 
artificial breeding society in Medina County, Ohio. Her 
second son, sired by the present Elliott senior sire, Ab- 
bekerk Finderne, is owned by Vernon Canfield, Wood- 
stock, Ont. Her third son, just a year old, is still in the 
Elliott herd and has been consigned to the forthcoming 
Blue Ribbon Sale. He too is by Abbekerk Finderne, 
who is a son of the Canadian Champion on three-time 
milking, Springbank Abbekerk Adaline, with 1144 lbs. 
fat, and who has two records on three-time milking both 
above 1,000 lbs. fat and both above 30,000 lbs. milk. 

Care and Feeding 

Popular Pontiac Abbekerk, in making her sensational 
record, was fed a grain mixture consisting of 200 lbs. of 
home grown feeds mixed with 100 lbs. of a 24 per cent 
commercial dairy concentrate, with one pound of mineral 
mixture added to each 100 lbs. of grain and some addi- 
tional mineral fed separately. Molasses was fed with 
her ensilage and chop and during the summer she also 
had green alfalfa and red clover hay. A heavy feeder, 
she was never off feed and was kept in good condition 
throughout the year.

in Art Petersen’s Elkhorn series, brought a total of 

$11,273 for 63 head, a general average of $178.93. 
The offering was a creditable one, and the results were 
generally considered encouraging. The comfortable 
Elkhorn sale pavilion was well filled and the number of 
new buyers represented was especially pleasing. There 
were some fine bargains, particularily in the bull sec- 
tion. The cows sold well, however, running perhaps 
121%4% above the figures of the April Elkhorn Sale for 
animals of comparable quality. We suspect that some 
of the consignors may have been holding a part of their 
fire for the Show Window Sale next month. Even so, 
the general average compares well with the April figure 
of $230 (when bull prices went to town); $162 for the 
October 1938 sale, and $143 for the initial Elkhorn sale 
in April 1938. The series is becoming established as a 
market place of importance. 

Topping this fall’s event in price was Wimbledon’s 
§-year-old, sire Sire Inka May 27th, Blue Ribbon son of 
Carnation’s famed world’s champion, Carnation Ormsby 
Butter King, sired by Sir Inka May. Archie Schurz, 
Bridgeport, Wisconsin breeder, succeeded in buying him 
for only $450 after spiritless bidding that raised the ante 
$5 a bid. Mark him up as the No. 1 bargain of the day. 

The high price for females was shared by a two-year- 
old daughter of Inka the Great consigned by Carnation 
Farms, and a great five-year-old daughter of Carnation 
Homestead Piebe consigned by Baltz Hoesly. Both 
brought $350, the Carnation heifer going to Edward M. 
Arnos, Adrian, Michigan, and the Hoesly cow to Walter 
Zorn, a new buyer at Elkhorn who purchased a few 
other of the more choice offerings for the herd of his 
brother at Sturgeon Bay, Wis. Mr. Zorn is a Chicago 
business man. 


Oosterhuis Farms, represented by President Oostie’s 
brother, Lester, purchased the other Hoesly entry for 
$320, with competition on both of these daughters of 
Carnation Homestead Piebe coming from A. L. Godfrey 
of Elkhorn. Their sire is now in service in the Godfrey 
herd. 


Another of the real good ones was a four-year-old 
daughter of Abbekerk Homestead consigned by the Lu- 
theran Homes Farm at Stoughton, Wisconsin. Bidding 
was brisk on all these top-notch females, and Hill-man 
Farms, Rockford, Illinois, took this heifer for $310 after 
after a good fight from a half a dozen bidders.

privately after the sale to Alfred Meyer of Roselle, Ill- 
inois. Meyer purchased another of the Carnation off- 
erings, Carnation Hazlewood Ormsby Lulu, daughter of 
Carnation Peerless, for $260. Oscar A. Vinson, Sum- 
mitville, Indiana, took the Carnation Ormsby Master- 
piece daughter at $260. Walter Zorn purchased the 
other Carnation heifer, Carnation Korndyke Lulu, 
daughter of Carnation Chieftain from a daughter of Sir 
Inka May, for $300. A bull calf from Col. Gustave 
Pabst’s Ventnor Farm herd, sired by Sir Bess Ormsby 
Tidy Fobes, brought $215 from the Wisconsin State 
Reformatory at Green Bay. The young Pabst Farms 
son of the Belmont bull went to John A. Rinke of War- 
ren, Michigan at $260. 15 bulls averaged $187, rang- 
ing in price from $75 to $450 with six of them bringing 
over $200. 48 females brought an average price of 
$178, five selling from $300 to $350, and six more bring- 
ing over $200. 

The sale brought out some new buyers, most con- 
spicuous of whom was B. F. Stern, owner of Duffield 
Farms at Waukegan, Illinois, where he is founding a 
purebred herd. Stern was a bidder on most of the fe- 
males in the sale, taking 11 cows and heifers and three 
heifers calves for a total of $1730. Walter Zorn, Stur- 
geon Bay, Wisconsin, took three for a $790 total, Mrs.

Question; What Do You Do to Prevent or Care for Congestion in the 
Udder at Calving time ?— (Answers by members of the Advisory Committee.) 


By V. S. Culver, Herdsman, Dairy World of Tomorrow 

HE best care for the congestion of udder is to pre- 

I vent congestion, if possible. Paul Misner has about 
convinced me, that the milking of a cow or even 
first calf heifer, prior to freshening is proper procedure 
when the udder first starts to get large even three or 
four weeks before freshening, regular two or three time 
a day milking is begun. The cow or heifer is milked 
completely dry along with the rest of the herd just ag if 
she was in regular production. This seems to prevent 
congestion or badly caked or swollen udders and even 
increases production, for since the udder is soft and 
pliable at calving time the cow or heifer can be brought 
up to full feed more promptly and therefore induce max- 
imum production. 

Feeding of laxative feeds, green grass, beet pulp, 
bran, oil meal and alfalfa seem to lessen congestion. On 
the other hand, heavy grain feeding and large amounts 
of silage especially with large percentage of corn en- 
courages caking of the udder. Frequent and massag- 
ing with applications of heat is the best remedy. 

By R. E. Everly, Carnation Milk Farms 

This is due largely to the manner of feeding. For 
instance a cow that has been in the four-time test barn 
and has had a lot of “hot’’ or protein feed for a year, 
we take the grain away from them until almost two or 
three days before calving and put them on a laxative 
ration heavy in bran. The most important item in this 
connection is to keep heavy feed away from these ani- 
mals. It is the protein that breaks down the udder more 
than wear and tear. 

By Ken Monson, Herdsman, Hawthorn Farms 

Feed as lightly as possible and feed only such cool- 
ing feeds as ground oats, bran, and hay. Silage if it 
is very acid seems to aggravate this condition and we 
do not feed silage for a period before or after calving. 
There are many Many different kinds of ointments which 
have some beneficial aid in reducing congestion, but my 
experience has been that feeding will do more than any- 
thing else. 

By M. M. Campbell, Maytag Dairy Farms 

We do not believe there is any way to prevent con- 
gestion in the udder at calving time. It is our opinion 
that some cows will have a congested udder despite all 
precautions you can take against it, while others could 
be given preventative care or not, and still not have a 
congested udder. We believe you can tend to help con- 
gested udders to some extent however by taking fatten- 
ing grains away prior to calving and feeding laxative 
feeds. 

In case of a congested udder at calving time, frequent 
milkings, say five or six times or even more a day, and 
frequent bathings, with hot water will tend to help 
some. We have also tried running cold water on udders 
a frequent number of times a day. Cows with congested 
udders should not be fed much grain until the difficulty 
disappears. 

By G. A. Burdick, Lauxmont Farms 

It is natural for a heavy producing cow to produce 
some swelling and congestion as she nears freshening. 
In fact, I believe most breeders like to see a heifer or 
cow make up a nice udder, with often a swelling beneath 
her belly, and I have always contended it is an indica- 
tion of production. 

There are, however, limits to all this congestion. As 
one works with and learns his individuals, it will be 
found that many cases of pendulous or sway-bagged cows 
have been caused by not giving the proper attention as 
to feed and care before calving in her younger years. In 
conditioning a cow for high production, most of this 
should be done well ahead of her calving so that when 
she starts congestion of udder her ration can be cut out 
of all heating feeds such as corn, any form, or corn 
silage. A light laxative feed of cooling nature, with 
plenty of exercise and water are a big help. Occasion- 
ally a cow may make up so big an udder that she should 
be milked two, three or four times a day hefore calving, 


in order to save her udder, or even resort to hot appli- 
cation of epsom salts water or medication to reduce 
swelling in extreme cases, and it may be best to cal! in 
a well qualified veterinarian. 

By Hugh Morrill, Quonquont Stock Farm 


Cut out all heating feeds such as silage, corn meal, 
gluten, hominy and cotton seed meal. Feed lightly on 
grain and a ration that is easily digested and that will 
produce a laxative effect on the cow. Exercise daily. If 
udder does become congested, use hot water as to what 
the hands can stand, bathe udder three times daily and 
massage for at least twenty minutes each time. Wipe 
udder off absolutely dry after each application. 

By Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms 


Congestion in the udder of high producing animals 
seems a normal thing and we make no attempt to pre- 
vent or cure it. Heavy feeding before calving and the 
inheritance of high production appear to be the causes. 
If we have any particular reason to want to avoid it in 
a certain animal we do not feed her heavily before calv- 
ing. Animals that are fitted have much more conges- 
tion than others, and young animals more than old ones. 
A few cattle men prevent it by milking the animal out 
regularly before calving. We have never practiced this. 
By Clark Biddle, Biddle & Son 


Before freshening for some time a light grain ration, 
oats, bran and oil meal. Beet pulp at this time is very 
good and keeps the digestive tract in splendid condition. 
After freshening, if the udder is badly congested, we 
milk several times but not very much, just enough to 
ease the tension on the udder. Bathe often with hot salt 
water, using heavy towels. Rub in a good udder oint- 
ment and use plenty of massage. 

By Wm. E. Reed, Winterthur Farms 


First we take all heating feeds, such as corn in any 
form, including silage, proteins in concentrated grain 
mixtures, and feed liberally of the following mixture: 
1000 lbs. crushed oats, 300 pure bran, 250 alfalfa meal, 
150 O. P. linseed meal, 300 Ibs. molasses. Hay is fed lib- 
erally. Outdoor exercise according to age and condi- 
tion, an old cow requiring less exercise than a heifer. 
In cases where too much congestion is present we start 
milking before freshening. This has given us good re- 
sults in most instances keeping the troublesome “cake” 
down when the feeding schedule failed. 

By Fred Nichols, Osborndale 

This trouble can be avoided largely by reducing or 
eliminating the heating grains from the ration two weeks 
before the cow is due to freshen. Corn meal or hominy 
are heating and should not be fed at this time; silage 
is also heating. Feed wheat bran and crushed oats, 
equal parts, with a small amount of oil meal, and what 
little congestion the cow may have will do no harm. 
Continue with a laxative grain ration for at least two 
weeks after freshening, and except for an occasional and 
exceptional case, no trouble will be experienced. 

By Mark Keeney, Essex County Hospital 


We seldom do anything in particular about conges- 
tion of udders in fresh cows except to feed them a light 
feed for a few days previous to calving and immediately 
afterwards. Udder congestion does not worry us, 12 
fact we do not think much of a first calf heifer unless 
there is considerable cake in the udder. We use 00 
salve or balm or anything of that nature. Perhaps our 
lack of concern of a caked bag in fresh cows or heifers 
may be due to the consideration that apparently we have 
no contagious mastitis. We occasionally have what wé 
call garget in drying a cow off and once in a while a coW 
freshens with milk that is not entirely normal. In such 
cases, we give the cow a couple of shots of mixed bac- 
terins, keep her milked out and almost invariably the 
condition rights itself. My herdsman has remarked that 
we seem to do less about caked udders and have less 
trouble with them than has been his observation in ether 
herds.

Our Breed Program 

NE of our most thoughtful breeders remarked to 

me recently that he felt the Holstein industry 

should put at the top of its program the raising of 
the average test of our breed to 3.8% or 4%. He 
pointed to trends in certain market areas of the east 
where our breed has already been pretty well crowded 
out by the higher testing breeds as a result of the milk 
market demands. 


It is beside the point perhaps to argue now as to 
whether we were asleep at the switch while all this was 
going on. Perhaps an aggressive educational cam- 
paign on the values of Holstein milk would have changed 
the trend in these markets. It perhaps could still be 
accomplished, but in those particular markets it might 
be rather uphill business. 


The breeder, who not only produces large quan- 
tities of Grade A milk for the New York market, but 
also handles a great many cattle and meets a great many 
breeders, believes that if we could raise our average 
butter fat test by four or five points, without sacrificing 
too many other things, our breed would be irresistable 
in all of these high test milk markets of the east. He 


feels it can be accomplished if we set about it intelli- 
gently and with determination. 


He would even go so 
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far as to prohibit registration of bull calves from dams 
without some kind of a production record and which 
showed an average test below the average of the breed. 
He would select from cow families of demonstrated 
high test and multiply the use of proved sires that have 
demonstrated ability to sire higher testing daughters. 

He maintains that with our breed characteristic of 
heavy production of milk so firmly fixed it will be an 
easier job for us to raise our breed average test with- 
out material loss of volume, than it is for the high 
testing breeds to increase their volume, while maintain- 
ing their test. He points to the fact that they have 
made great strides in this direction in Holland in the 
last 25 years. 


We would like to have the thoughts of more of 
our readers on this subject. Should we really go after 
this matter of higher test for our breed as the No. 1 
aim of our breeding programs? And if so, how best 
can the Association contribute toward that end-in its 
rules of registry? 


We have done a rather remarkable job of type im- 
provement in the last twenty years and production and 
test have both progressed along with it. Can we do 
as much for our butterfat percentage without too seri- 
ous sacrifices in other directions? 

And in the meantime, is there a program within our 
reach to merchandize our Holstein milk more success- 
fully; to defend the markets we hold and perhaps win 
back some of those we have lost? Will the trend con- 
tinue for higher testing market milk or will future con- 
ditions bring about a reversal toward a moderate fat 
content at a volume production price? 


We think these are pertinent questions. We are 
holding many of these special markets now through 
standardization. If the war continues, voluume produc- 
tion of food will be at a premium. But we must take 
the long look ahead, and reach a conclusion based upon 
the realities of the situation as it may develope in future 
years. We invite discussion through these columns. 





Barometers of Value 


EW people fully realize the effort that goes into 
F the selection of cattle for a top flight consignment 

sale of national scope. The canvassing of leading 
herds for representatives of their best, the constant 
search for distinctive animals from the smaller herds 
as well, the combing of the shows for the winners and 
prospective winners in order to assemble a line-up of 
offerings that will really compel the attendance and 
patronage of discriminating buyers.

And then the merchandising of them, the ad- 
vertising, the personal letters to bring the right animal 
to the attention of the right buyer, the cataloging, and 
all the myriad detail that has to be carefully planned 
and skillfully carried out to produce the smoothly 
running event that is a modern auction sale of pure 
bred Holsteins. 

Our well run sales are now regarded as rendering 
a real service to the industry in establishing fair ap- 
praisals of value on our top animals as well as the more 
commercial types. Buyers have the advantage of the 


other fellow’s judgment in arriving at values. Often- 
times they are able to bid on animals that would 
scarcely be offered at all at private treaty. They are 


also given a choice of selection that no individual herd 
could ever duplicate. The saving in time and travel 
expense as well as this wider choice among hand-picked 
offerings appeals to many breeders when they are 11 
the market for additions to their herds or for founda- 
tion animals. e 

In the modern sale, the old precept “caveat emptor 
no longer applies. Every animal is sold to be as repre- 
sented; health standards are high; and the old hippo 
drome features are happily of a day that has largely 
gone by. The sales concern that stays in the business 
must maintain proper standards of business ethies and 
steer a fair course for both buyer and seller. 


All of which is preliminary to a reference here to one 
of our fall sale fixtures that has been making Holste!® 
history each November since 1926—the U. S. National 
Fall Sale. Blue Ribbon Day—the opening day of this 
three-day sale—is an event where the good ones keep 
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coming one after the other from beginning to end. 
They are the hand-picked kind that owners usually have 
to be coaxed to part with. They featured Sir Fobes 
Ormsby Hengerveld in that first Blue Ribbon Day sale 
thirteen years ago, when Bob Haeger, Bill Baird and 
Francis Darcey started the series. They have aimed for 
that standard ever since, and while there is only one 
Sir Fobes Ormsby Hengerveld, the roll call would show 
a very impressive lot of show ring winners and record 
makers which have brought fame to their new owners 
after crossing the shavings of the U. S. National ring.

The Market 


T= reports of the fall sales are coming in. An 





active sale season is in progress, and while the 

reports are not complete enough for full analysis, 
it seems quite evident that the demand is really im- 
proving. Large numbers of cattle have been put on 
the market this fall, but they have been well absorbed. 
Attendance at most of the Holstein auctions has been 
large and interest strikingly keen. This is not without 
significance. 

Better milk prices in many important markets, and 
improving butter and cheese prices along with more 
active business generally, are providing a sound back- 
ground for better prices for dairy and breeding stock. 
We think this will be more pronounced after these 
better fall milk prices have actually begun to jingle 
in the dairyman’s pockets.

They have another cow on 
test, one of their original purchases, that is doing so 
well that Tom Dent recently purchased her son as a po- 
tential junior herd sire.

She was given the additional comfort of a box stall 
but during the summer ran out with the herd every 
night except during the very hottest weather. It is re- 
ported that she had two brief set-backs, once last June 
when her feet were trimmed too closely and again when 
she cut her front leg badly in a barbed wire fence. 

To Clifford Chant, herdsman at Elbro Farms goes 
considerable credit as the man who milked, fed, and 
cared for her during her entire lactation, missing only 
eight milkings out of the 730. He has been in 
charge of the Elbro herd for several years and although 
we understand he came there without experience in mak- 
ing large production records has been doing a fine job 
with the excellent foundation cows that have been as- 
sembled by Cecil and Innes Elliott. The Elliotts are 
comparatively newcomers to the ranks of Holstein breed- 
ers but they are putting into their farming, dairying and 
Holstein breeding operations the same enthusiasm, thor- 
oughness and sound business sense that enabled them to 
build up one of the largest and best managed automo- 
bile agencies in Western Ontario, and their Holstein herd 
is gradually taking its place among the leaders in famed 
Oxford County. 

Among the foundation cows of the Elbro herd is 
Pontiac Dutchland DeVries, already mentioned as the 
displaced champion two-timer. Although she has lost 
the top honor for one year’s work, she is still champion 
for two, three and four years in Subdivision B, having 
two such records above 1,000 Ibs. fat, three averaging 
over 1,000 lbs. fat and four that total 3,779 lbs. fat 
from 105,332 lbs. milk, all on strictly twice-a-day milk- 
ing. A son of this great old cow, sired by Springbank 
Aristocrat, is junior sire at Elbro. An older son is one 
of the main herd sires in Tom Dent’s Springbank herd, 
and her last son will be remembered as one of the fea- 
tures of the Earlville National Sale last June where he 
sold for a four-figure price to C. E. Eldridge and Abra- 
ham Eller of Eastern New York. 

There are many other excellent cows in the Elbro 
herd, where we understand the entire milking string of 
24 head is now running on R. O. P. test. It is a herd 
that is destined to go places and this 1050-lb. two-time 
world’s record may be considered as a forerunner of 
many more great records to come.

ONE ON THE ASSOCIATE EDITOR 
Dear Bill: 

I have been looking over your very interesting re- 
port of the Holstein Show at Waterloo and appreciate 
your remarks about the judging. 

In discussing the Three-Year-old Heifer Class you 
stated that the Oosterhuis entry was showing almost 
bone dry. One or two others also questioned the ad- 
visability of putting a dry heifer at the head of the class. 
I was somewhat surprised at these remarks because she 
actually filled one of those large metal milk pails when 
the class was milked out. In fact she gave more milk 
than either of the first three heifers below her. I also 
thought that she milked out better than anything in the 
class and that both rear and front attachments of udder 
were very good. 
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I thought I would mention this because I think the 
advisability of placing a dry heifer at the head of this 
class might well have been questioned.

VACCINATION COMMENTS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

In re- of ‘‘Bangs Policy” editorial in your September 
30 issue, there is no doubt in my mind that you pro- 
pose a wise procedure in calling for an actively function- 
ing committee and it is my hope that each group can be 
fairly represented, even down to the small breeder who 
relies upon the sale of his surplus for his velvet. 

It is my not uncertain belief that the “test and 
slaughter’? method will become an unknown quanity 
not only because the breeders cannot shoulder the cost 
without fair indemification but for the reason the gov- 
erment cannot shoulder the cost unless it can be shown 
a permanent control. 

It is also my firm belief that the vaccination method 
will not become popular because the breeder will not 
shoulder the cost without the guarantee of a reliable 
control. 

However, herein does lie a possible chance for safe 
control providing the immunologist gives us the right 
product. Vaccinating only the young heifers, it is my 
sincere belief, will not give us an immunity that will 
protect them through maturity. So when it happens 
that a virulent strain of infection is introduced into a 
herd of cows that were vaccinated as heifers, you have 
a storm of abortion in that so-called vaccinated herd 
that is just as bad as a storm could be in a clean, cert- 
ified, susceptible herd. This experience I have actually 
seen happen. 

Because of the character of immunity we have Bang’s 
disease, a biological product will be prepared that will 
give us a safe control of abortions. Immunology Will 
have to be considered in gestations nly. 

So we have left one method “live and let live’ and 
quarantine the reactors. Well it can be done. You 
can live with it and still control the abortions and as- 
sociated disturbances if just a few common sense rules 
of sanitation and hygiene are really followed. 

You know you hear so many stories today that run 
something like this: Farmer Brown along in 1930-31, 
half of his cows aborted, so we had them blood tested 
and the herd was nearly 75% reactors. Well he could 
not afford to sell them all so he decided to get together 
with the proper health authorities and a few simple 
rules were following: vis. He never purchased any fe- 
male stuff, except very promising foundation individuals 
and those he didn’t take a chance with his herd, but 
kept them alone for two clean blood tests, the last test 
taken two-three weeks after she freshened. He never 
exposed her to any cow that was open that carried 4 re 
action to the blood test. All of his fresh cows he kept 
in until she was completely cleared from any discharges, 
generally firm four to six weeks. He pastured in two 
units, the clean and reactors. He blood tested the clean 
herd whenever any suspicious history appeared, which 
meant about three times a year. After four years of 
such practices he decided to test his reactors and found 
only one or two reactors. 

There are a good many such instances where msay 
herds have cleared up without that economicol 1088 
which is associated with the test and slaughter method.

The dispersal of the splendid herd 
of John E. Sloan, Wallkill, N. Y., 


(Ulster County) was held on October 
2, with O. S. Jansen, Wallkill, doing 
the selling. The results were most 
favorable and the animals went to 
buyers from Connecticut, New Jer- 
sey, Pennsylvania and parts of New 
York State. Ulster County breed- 
ers have been pioneers in breeding 
better Holsteins through two active 
cow testing associations and the 
Sloan herd has been tested continu- 
ously for many years, with 23 of the 
28 milking females sold having CTA 
records.

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A FEW VISITS IN OHIO 
By TED 

Most tourists to whom the state of 
Ohio is merely a matter of a few hun- 
dred miles of uninteresting terrain 
along the conventional U. S. Routes 
20 and 6, ground that must be coy- 
ered to get to points east or west, 
have no idea that a few miles farther 
south is some of the most beautiful] 
rolling, wooded country in the mid- 
west. For a real scenic ride, when 
you have the time, we suggest the 
route fro‘n Chicago to Indianapolis, 
to Cincinnati, to Columbus, and east 
across the middle of the state. | 
came home from the recent Elkhorn 
sale that way, along smooth wind- 
ing highways that were surrounded 
by flaming, frost-nipped woods, over 
hills (the highest point in the state 
is included, some 1,700 feet) and 
through broad valleys and quiet lit- 
tle crossroads towns. 

This route has the added advan- 
tage of taking you through the Hol- 
stein sections of the state. There’s 
the Bottema herd (Zeldenrust) at 
Indianapolis, where I stopped on the 
only rainy day of the trip to take 
pictures of a few of the headliners 
in their coming sale. There’s the 
Nisbet herd down at Loveland, near 
Cincinnati, and Opekasit just a few 
miles away. At Nisbet’s I saw eight 
of the best senior yearling heifers 
I have ever laid eyes on, all daugh- 
ters of their old proven sire, De- 
CreamCo Calamity Posch 25th, 
former head of the well-known Bid- 
dle herd at Wauseon. This herd is 
as close to the old Ormsby fountain- 
head as any I know. There are few 
animals in it that are more than 
five generations away from 37th and 
his illustrious sire. The old De- 
CreamCo bull himself is out of a 
1,000-lb. fat daughter of 37th. The 
tremendous size of the cows is good 
evidence of this breeding, and the 
large Class B Advanced Registry and 
Herd Test records (several over 800 
lbs. fat) also tells the story. 

Farther north in the state, just 
a few miles northwest of Columbus, 
are several well known _ Holstein 
herds that should be on every Ohio 
barnstorming itinerary. The three 
farmer-style herds of the Bouic Bros. 
at Marysville and Ostrander are 
worth a visit anytime. They have 
proven three herd sires, all with 
high indices, and are making CTA 
records on twice-a-day milking up 
to nearly 700 lbs. of fat, many of 
them under ten months. Their 
present herd sire is a son of Carna- 
tion Governor Imperial, All-Ameri- 
can aged bull last year and the star 
of this year’s Carnation show herd. 
The dam is now on test as a two- 
year-old, and her full sister recently 
finished a 1,007-lb. fat record. : 

Just a few miles south of there 1s 
Plain City and the Dellinger herd, 
home of the twice All-American sire, 
Man-O-War Ormsby Posch, who 1s 
really doing the job. This year at 
the strong Ohio State Fair there 
were seven offspring of him in the 
money from second (two of them) 
to 11th, exhibited by the Dellingers, 
the Ohio Department of Public Wel- 
fare, Paul M. Boerger of Marysville, 
and Ray Van Schoyck of Hilliards. 
In the Dellinger herd four of his 
daughters have now completed their 
first lactations in HIR with records 
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of 531, 543, 470 and 519 lbs. of fat. 
The herd average finished July 1 was 
489.3 lbs. fat on 20 cows. 

Near the village of Irwin, not 
over five miles from the Dellinger 
farm is the J. L. Boerger & Son 
herd, small but one of the classiest 
you'll see anywhere. The Boergers 
were admitted to the Progressive 
Breeders’ Registry this year, one of 
the first on the list. Their herd of 
about 10 milking cows averaged over 
524 lbs. of fat in 1937 and 1938, and 
they have just finished their 1939 
herd record with 587 lbs. of fat, 
Class B, CTA. (Their Herd Test 
record is not yet officially reported.) 
All but two of the 9 records in- 
cluded in this average are over 600 
lbs. of fat and they are both two- 
year-olds due to have their second 
calves in less than the year. Three 
records were above 680 lbs. of fat. 
Three generations of well bred Tri- 
tomia bulls have left a uniformity 
in this herd that is remarkable, the 
result of 20 years of constructive 
breeding. 

Ray Van Schoyck, located at Hil- 
liard, just a few miles out of Colum- 
bus, built his herd on Carnation 
Prince Mercedes, probably the great- 
est proven son of Carnation Prince. 
The old bull died last winter after 
nearly 10 years of service in the 
Vaniard herd and he has left an 
indelible mark upon it through his 
big, rugged, high producing daugh- 
ters. The latest figures available on 
him are in Volume 10 of the Red 
Book and show 29 daughters with 
an M. B. average of 632 lbs. of fat, 
3.52% test. Individual records 
made in Class C run up as high as 
793 Ibs. of fat, and 21 records, 
some in B and some in C, are above 
500 lbs. of fat. The sire that is 
following up on these great cows is 
a son of North Star Joe Homestead 
out of a 1,006-lb. fat daughter of 
Matador Segis Ormsby, now nearly 
seven years old, and with a goodly 
number of promising daughters com- 
ing along. It is not certain yet, but 
the next Vaniard sire may be a 
flashy mature son of the old Prince 
bull now doing service in a neigh- 
boring herd. Mark this herd down 
in your notebook as a ‘‘Must see” 
on your next Ohio trip.

about it is that it has come up in 
fat per cent quite markedly in recent 
years in fact from 3.4 in 1934 to 3.8 
per cent with the Class C average of 
10,552 pounds of milk and 401 
pounds of fat in 1938-39.

ported in the August Herd Test News 
Letter as proven with the minimum 
number (6) dam-daughter compari- 
sons. Highest index sire of the trio 
was Ionia Marathon Ona, eight year 
old sire owned by B. A. Eldridge of 
Crystal, Michigan. Seven daughters 
and their dams produced exactly 
15,400 lbs. of milk, (mature Class RB 
basis) with the dams testing 06% 
higher thru their daughters. This 
gives the bull an index of 496, just 
seven points higher than the genera] 
average of indexes, 489 lbs. fat, 
compiled on 558 sires with 7,182 
dam-daughter pairs. The Eldridge 
bull is a son of Traverse Echo Model 
Marathon, famed sire of long dis- 
tance producers in the Ionia State 
Hospital herd. He was still in servy- 
ice at the time reported.

MICHIGAN STATE COLLEGE 
CLASSIFIES HERD 


One of the best demonstrations of 
Holstein Classification ever staged in 
Michigan took place on the Campus 
of Michigan State College on July 
19 before 225 Vocational Agricul- 
tural Teachers and County Agents. 
The college herd classification was 
included in the program of the two 
groups of agricultural leaders that 
were meeting for their summer con- 
ference. 


The Classification was significant 
in that it was witnessed by agricul- 
tural leaders from throughout the 
state. They seldom have such an 
opportunity and yet are in a position 
to make use of it in breed improve- 
ment. It was outstanding also in 
that W. S. Moscrip, the father of the 
work, did the inspecting. Mr. Mos- 
crip did a most excellent job of ex- 
plaining the purpose and develop- 
ment of the program as well as plac- 
ing the official classification on each 
animal. Fortunately for the demot- 
stration, there were animals which 
fell into each class except “Poor”. 

At the start of the demonstration 
each person was handed a leaflet 
which gave a brief history of the 
herd, the production data on the 
daughters of the sires to be classi 
fied and a list of all the animals it 
the herd to be classified. This list 
gave the name and number, date of 
birth, production records, date whet 
fresh and due to freshen. It also it

It 
usually increases in strength. 


There was a time when breeders 
thought a cow should have a bad quarter 
or some other visible indication that the 
cow had Mastitis. The new ordinances 
that are being passed all over the coun- 
try have special requirements that must 
be met in order to sell milk. Probably 
30 per cent of the Mastitis cases do not 
have outward appearances. These germs 
spread in the herd which reduces the 
milk supply and makes the milk unsafe 
whether it is raw ‘or pasteurized. We 
woneer why calves have bowel trouble.

cows were vaccinated with live germs 
with the view of controlling Abortion in 
that herd. The Government now comes 
forth and says this material shall not 
be made for that purpose, except in the 
case of No. 19 for Calfhood Vaccination 
which is still in the experimental stage 
and should only be used in a herd hav- 
ing actual Abortion. These facts can 
be substantiated by writing to the De- 
partment of Agriculture. We favor the 
quick method blood test when the test 
can be made at the right time. We 
teach our students how to make this test 
which is very simple.

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Dairy Cattle at the World's Fair 


By THOS. E. ELDER 


Much has been written concern- 
ing the Borden Company’s exhibit at 
the World’s Fair. No article or se- 
ries of articles can adequately define 
or measure the extent of the influ- 
ence of the exhibit. 

If it were only to picture the pro- 
cess of receiving and preparing milk 
for distribution to consumers, that 
would be one thing; if it were only 
to acquaint the millions of visitors 
at the Fair with the splendid speci- 
mens of the five different dairy 
preeds and their care, that would Be 
another thing. 

The Borden exhibit, however, does 
far more than either of these things. 
It pictures in a very real and inter- 
esting way the whole process of milk 
and its products from the cows 
which furnish it through each step 
of processing by means of the most 
modern and sanitary equipment un- 
til it is properly bottled in the case 
of milk, or put up in attractive pack- 
ages in the case of the product and 
ready for delivery to the consuming 
public. The entire exhibit reveals 
in a very real way an interdepend- 
ence of the producer and the dis- 
tributor. 


There are at present approximate- 
ly 30 cows each of 5 different dairy 
breeds housed in the modern plant. 
A plant so arranged so that all who 
attend may, through extensive glass 
fronts and sides see how the animals 
are fed and cared for; how they pass 
along their respective corridors 
through a series of automatic elec- 
tric controlled gates to the Rotolac- 
tor, where they are immaculately 
cleaned and machine milked in the 
full view of all. 


Selecting the Animals 

It was no small task to assemble 
these 150 animals from all sections 
of the United States, and several 
Canadian provinces. The commit- 
tees representing the Ayrshires, 
Brown Swiss, Guernseys, Holstein- 
Friesian and Jersey Associations and 
also the Borden Company, set up a 
standard for type, production, health 
and calving requirements which 
were very exacting. In fact the re- 
quirements were so rigid that it 
naturally restricted the breed repre- 
sentatives in their selection. It has 
been said that each of the dairy 
breeds have a certain number of an- 
imals on exhibition that are not of 
the highest type and should not have 
been accepted or selected. That 
statement is undoubtedly true, but 
When one fully understands the 
strict requirements set up by the 
General Breeds’ Committee, the re- 
markable thing is not that there are 
4 few animals which are not up to 
Standard, but rather that there is 
such a large per cent of outstanding 
representatives of the different 
breeds. The writer thinks that each 
of the breed representatives charged 
With the selection, did a wonderfully 
fine job and is to be highly com- 
mended. 

Care of the Animals 

. After the breed representatives 

ad selected and shipped the ani- 


mals the problem was then one of 
care. Fortunately the five breed rep- 
resentatives agreed on the selection 
of Mr. Vere Culver as Superintend- 
ent of Cattle. While Mr. Culver’s 
work had for years been largely with 
Holsteins, he was and is recognized 
as one of the best live stock men in 
the East, and is sufficiently broad- 
minded to be wholly impartial and 
shows an equal interest in all the 
breeds. He is really doing a wonder- 
ful job. 


Associated with Mr. Culver are 60 
students from 33 different agricul- 
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tural colleges in the States and two 
from agricultural colleges in the 
Canadian Provinces. It would be 
difficult to find a more splendid and 
capable group of young men, many 
of whom will undoubtedly be lead- 
ers in the dairy industry of tomor- 
row and incidentally their work at 
the Fair will give them a clear con- 
ception of the distributor’s problems 
and will do much to bring about a 
better and more comprehensive un- 
derstanding of the necessity of close 
cooperation between the producers 
and the distributors. They have dis- 
covered that the distributors as well 
as the producers have their real 
problems, problems that can only be 
solved by understanding and cooper- 
ation. The Breed Associations and

What value is all of this to the 
dairy breeds? 

First of all it awakens an interest 
in milk and dairy products in gen- 
eral, and will undoubtedly materi- 
ally increase consumption. Any in. 
crease in the consumption of milk 
and dairy products is of inestimable 
value to each of the dairy breeds 
and their owners. It places emphasis 
on milk and not on dairy breeds, but 
incidentally it stresses the value of 
all breeds. 

Breed Representatives at the Fair 

The different associations that 
have breeds on exhibition have had 
representatives at the Fair from 
time to time. These representatives 
have their offices at the remote end 
of the building where those who 
wish may come to consult. After 
three different periods as breed rep- 
resentative the writer is still con- 
vinced, as he was from the first, that 
one good representative with a prop- 
er booth in the front of the build- 
ing, near the glass enclosure where 
the special exhibition cow is “On 
Parade’ would meet and talk with 
at least ten times as many interest- 
ed persons as he now meets in the 
present breed office. Some broad- 
winded, impartial representative 
agreed on by all the breeds could 
represent all breeds and at a mini- 
mum cost to the Breed Associations 
as a whole. Of course this is only 
the opinion of one man, but it does 
represent his earnest convictions af- 
ter three different periods of close 
study and observation. 

At this particular time the Hol- 
stein Breed has the show window 
for a period of six weeks. Cornell 
University has graciously furnished 
for this display their All-American 


Cornell Ollie Catherine, and_ her 
equally good sister Cornell Ollie 
Pride. Two cows of such wonderful 


type and production that no finer 
specimens of the breed could have 
been obtained. They are attracting 
unusual interest and much favorable 
comment. 

The exhibit at the Electric Farm 
also attracts much attention. A 
group of 10 or more Guernseys from 
Emmadine had the first six-week pe- 
riod, followed by an equally good 
group of Jerseys from the Meridale 
Farms.
